German Emperor’s
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MAGNIFICENT STATUE OF
 FREDERICK THE GREAT IS
UNVEILED AT WASHINGTON

Gift to the Ameri-

cans Formally Accepted in the Pres-
ence of a Most Brilliant Throng.

Washington, Nov, 19—Halled by &
military blare of 20 trumpets, the
bronse statlue of Frederlck the Great,
presented to the Amerloan people by
Emperor William, was unvelled this
afternoon by the Baroness Bpeck von
Hternberg, the wife of the German am-
bassador. The ceremony was marked
by great military and official display,
The statue was presented on behalf
of the emperor by his personal envoy,
the German ambassador, who made &
brief address, The president made the
chief address of the day and accepted
the gift in behalf of the American peo-
ple.

Remarks were made by Lieutenant
General Chaffee, chlef of staff; Major
CGeneral Gilleaple, of the general staff:
the master of ceremonies, Liesutenant
General Loewenfeld, one of the spe-
clal commissioners sent to the unvell-
Ing by the emperor, and Charlemange
Tower, American ambassador to Ger-
many.

A Brilliant Assemblage.

Seldom has the national capital wit-
nessed & more brilllant and distin-
guished assemblage than was guthered
on the grand esplanade of the army
war college around the pedestal of the
statue, Immediately buck of the sta‘ue
on the president's stand, which was
completely covered In red, white and
blue bunting and decorated with Amer-
lean flags, sat the presaident and his
cabinel, the German ambagsador and
the Baroness Spéck von Sternberg.
Licutenant General Loewenfeld and
Muajor Count von Schmettow, the em-
peror's specinl commissioner to the un-
velling, and the entire diplomatic corps,
wll in full uniform. On the stands to
the right and left of the statue were
ofMicers of the wrmy and navy in full
diress uniform, the members of the
supreme courl, members of congress
and other Invited guests. Directly In
front of the pedestal on the statue
were grouped members of German so-
cletles from varlous parts of the coun-
try. Within the gates of the army war
college nmlong the lne of march to the
csplanade were stationed the troops in
atlendance. Early In the day Wash-

which It was slirouded. Gripping the
cords firmly, one In each hand, the am-
bassadoress had but to give one tug

before the sllken folds loosed from
around the figure of Frederick the
Great. Stralghtway 20 trumpeters of

the army drew up In front of the presl-
dent's stand, sounding a military blare
of welcome, one prolonged note, and, as
the flags slowly parted, the Amerlcan

Baron Bternberg, the German ambaa-
sador, was Introduced by Major Gen-
eral Glllesple, and, accepting the cus-
tody of the statue from the special
commissioner, formally presented the
gift on behalf of the emperor to the
American people through thelr presi-
dent,

The President's Speech,

The president, responding, sald:

Mr. Ambassador: Through you I
wish on behalf of the people of the
United Btates to thank his majesty,
the German emperor, and the people
of Germany for the gift to the nation
which you have just formally delivered
to me. 1 accept it with deep appre-
clation of the friendly regard which
It typifies for the people of this pe-
public both on the part of the em-
peror and on the part of the German
people, 1 accept it not merely as the
slatue of one of the half-dozen great
soldiers of all time, and therefore pe-
cullarly appropriate for placing in this
war college, but
statue of a great man, whose life was
devoted to the service of a great peo-
ple, and whose deeds hastened the ap-
proach of the day when a united Ger-
many should spring Into being.

An soldier Frederick the Great
ranks In that very, very small group
which Includes Alexander, Caesar, and
Hanuibal In antiquity, and Napoleon,
and, possibly, Gustavus Adolphus, in
modern times, He belonged to the
anclent and (Mustrious house of Hohen-
sollern, which, after playing a strong
and virlle part in the middle ages, and
after producing some men, Uke the

most famous princes of thelr time,
founded the royal house of Prussia
two centurles ago, and at last In our
own day eslablished the mighty Ger-
man empire as among the foremost of
world powers.
